TRANSCRIPT No. 1 -~ April 6, 1950 


"Professor Luntz," asked Meade Layne, "referring to the Discs, 
would you care to tell us what may happen soon? 


"Sir," answered Prof. Lunta, "as you know, we do not like to 
make predictions, but I will say that very shortly there will be, 
not dozens, but hundreds of these discs in the air. So, if you are 
nervous, you had better crawl under the bed." 


"Have they any idea of communicating with us?" asked M. L. 


"If they do, I feel sure they will communicate with those who 
will be of aid to them. They have no desire to harm anyone, and 
they certainly do not want to destroy your world. They come to take 
note of your civilization, to see how far it has advanced in all 
directions. 


"Would it be worth while to try wireless communication?" 
"Have you the power of communicating with them?" asked another. 


"My dear, I cannot answer that. I will say this: it is out of 
the Etheric world that all things come. When man goes through what 
is called death, he does not return to the Etheric, his real home, 
He goes through many planes of consciousness, goes through a long 
process of learning before he learns who he really is. And he shall 
continue to enter into the various astral planes until he finds out 
the why and wherefore of life." 


"Have these Etheric beings been on Earth and then returned to 
their Etheric home?" 


"No, they have never been on Earth," 

"Ane those we call the Masters on the Etheric plane?" 
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"Has the radar beam any effect on the discs?" 


"Yes, it has. These can be contacted and felt by the radar 
instrument. long before they have solidified enough to be seen. 


"Does the radar affect them?” 


"Yes, it does -- not a detrimental effect, but a kind of stirring 
effect. A moderate amount of impression is made by a light beam 
against a wall; the wall feels the light ray -- that is, the particles 
of which the wall is made are put into different molecular motion. 
Light itself is but molecular motion, and when this form of motion is 
put against another form of motion, there is going to be change all 
the way through.’ 
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"Ts there no detrimental effect on the etheric?" asked M. L. 


"No, not at all. However, your atomic bomb has a most devastating 
effect on the etheric regions.” replied Prof. Lunts. 


"Do you mean, when you say 'etheric,' what some people call the 
‘spiritual?! Be 


"Not exactly, my dear lady. You see many people think that we 
on this side are not living in a tangible world. We are. There are 
vast buildings, parks, all the things you have on your plane. This 
may sound ridiculous, but just consider this: when you have come over, 
you have merely changed into another plane of consciousness. So we 
beg you to become free of the feeling that you must belong to any 
certain church, any certain political party, that you must read a 
certain book, and so on. If you have a free mind, a really free mind, 
you have the opportunity of making for yourself a marvellous world 
over here -- but it is not the etheric." 


"Would it be possible for us to make psychic contact with some 
of the Etherians who might materialize with us?“ 


"Sir, we suggested some little time ago that these beings be 
communicated with through the use of colored lights. I believe that 
would be better than symbols. We suggested also that your Government 
make no effort to harm any of these craft, for you will simply be 
knocked out of the sky. That has already happened." 


"Are there some Etherians waiking around among us?“ 


"Do you remember the little ditty about 'I have a little shadow 
who goes in and out with me, and what can be the use of him is more 
than I can see?! That is man's difficulty -- he has a little shadow -- 
the physical body -- and what can be the use of it is more than he can 
see. When he has learned to manipulate this physical body, he will be 
able to do as these Etherians do. They travel through galaxies with 
the speed of thought. As soon as we begin to realize that time is not, 
space is not, then we will be able to see how these things can be." 


"It takes no longer to think of a star than of a fingertip. They 
move as quickly as a thought form can be made?“ 


"You are right, sir. I wish I could go into greater detail in 
telling how these things are projected and brought into your 3 dimen- 
Sional state. I will try, with the aid of the ‘Inner Circle! to get 
this through the boy by talking to him. Friends, I want to say this; 
It is an extremely serious situation, no joke, no laughing matter. 

If the people are not made to understand in some way that these craft, 
these people mean no harm to anyone, it is going to cause such a panic 
as to cause the people to harm themselves," 


Would it be possible for a group such as this to contact these 
Etherians and cooperate with them in some without waiting for the slow 
Government action?" 
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"Well, sir," continued Prof. Luntz. "it may be possible that 
they can be contacted psychically or in other ways -- but suppose you 
do? I am afraid your intellectual people would put you away for it. 
Suppose one did appear and say, aha! I am an Etherian! Here I am! 
He would be looked up for saying as much. It would be the same if 
your Master Christ came back to Earth and announced his return -- 
he would be torn apart by the churches claiming him, and what was left 
would be put in jail as a fraud. yigit 


"Could you tell us more of the kind of light signals that might 
be used to contact these Etherians ?" oH 


"I believe geometric symbols might be effective. You know, my 
friends, if nothing else, these flying discs’ have become a point of 
interest that has saved the world from dying of boredom! Now I must go, 
but before leaving, let me ask you please, not to think of us as 
nonentities; and please do not think of us as the ‘subconscious! of 
this boy -- at least not until you have made further study. Do not 
jump at conclusions; study things out. That is why man has a brain -- 
so he will not have to take his loving brother’s word for it!"

"Good evening," said YADA, "it is my pleasure, my honor, to come 
from another state of consciousness to talk to you. There are so many 
things to say! Every one of you has ideas, and those ideas are just 
filled with questions. Some of you are wondering just what is going 
on here; perhaps to some of you we on my side of life do not actually 
exist. In your psychology, you are taught that such things -- if they 
do exist -- are not what they seem to be but that it is the sub- 
conscious mind in action. And others of you, if you are ardent re- 
ligionists, are not too sure -- you may be talking to the Devil; 
others that you may be talking with great minds. Well, we do not know 
about the greatness, but we do know we are minds. 

"If you, my friends, do not have an understanding of the conti- 
nuity of life, of existence beyond the physical-chemical body, then 
how can you arrive at any concousions concerning life? If among you 
tonight there is a materialist, one who believes only in matter and 
that all things cease to exist when death! takes place, I would like 
to hear from you. If you are not a materialist, and you do not 
believe in the continuity of life, what is your premise? On what do 
you pase your ideas? Now, we do not want to argue, but we would like 
to know, we always want to know, on what you base your thinking?" 


"Most of it, I'm afraid, is just ‘wishful thinking.“ 


"I know of the continuity of life," said another, "because I 
"have actually seen those who have passed over." 


Now, my dear, as I am sure you know, you have in your present 


world what are called intellectuals,. These believe only what they 
wish to believe, and if what you state cannot be taken apart and 
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"looked at under a microscope," continued YADA, "you are in bad 
shape as far as proving it to them. But how can the existence of 
anything be proved? We have here a light, this lamp; but what is 
light? What is anything? Where comes the proof? Now, there are 
great arguments, pro and con, of the truth of other states of con- 
sciousness. And those who argue against it and uphold matter as being 
the source of all do not know where matter originated. If you were 
to tell them that matter originates from the mind, they would laugh 
you away. Yet they have no answer. Your scientists of today have 
no answer. A long time ago (not too long, though) your scientists 
made claim that they had discovered what holds matter together, but 
they do not know what this matter is; yet they claim they know what 
the stuff is that holds this unknown matter together. A little 
confusing, eh? i 

"Now, if we are to come to any conclusion that we can live peace- 
fully with, we shall have to set aside our orthodox beliefs and begin 
all over again. Then we shall see life as much, much greater than we 
had supposed; that it is not as simple as we thought when we tried to 
teach others who know less than we." 


"Yada, what is your definition of proof?" 
"Ycu know, if I should give my definition, which I shall do in a 


moment, I shall be basing everything on my own opinion. That is proof-- 


your own opinion. Now, today your opinion may be good, may be logical 
(for want of a better word); tomorroy it may be something entirely 
different. There is no concrete, lasting proof of anything. We must 
come to that conclusion if we are going to expand our consciousness, 
to grow, to see the world around us in a truer and greater and more 
thrilling light. 

"To you who have no understanding -- though I do not know that 
there is anyone here who does not know of the continuity of life and 
the possibility of making contact between the endless planes of 
consciousness -- to you I want to say, what is this thing called the 
life of an individual? In what way is the physical-chemical matter 
of your life different from that of this boy I speak through?" 


"I suppose it is different in vibration?" replied some one. 
"That sir, is as close as we can state it," 


"While you are helping us on the physical plane, Yada, are you 
preparing for a higher plane of consciousness?" 


"That is true, sir. on every plane of consciousness, those who 
have gone on to a higher state of understanding -- it is their duty, 
their rightful duty, to aid and abet those on the planes below them, 
no matter what they may want to do, even if it may be, in the eyes of 
Some, an evil. And so it is, rignt down the scale of conscious living." 


"May I ask what you mean by 'rightful duty?!" 


"It is the inherent right, that which comes through unders tand ing, 
the individual understanding of life. When one arrives at that state 
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"he will realize that in order to be in harmony with life, he must be 
of service." 


"Did Hitler have psychic ability that enabled him to get aid 
from the "black magicians?" 


"That individual," said Yada, "spent many years of his life study- 
ing magic, As you know, there is no difference between white! and 
‘black! magic except in the way it is used; and this man made many 
contacts with the dark side of the astral world. There will never be 
a time in life when one can make contact with the great destructive 
forces and not have them, as you say, boomerang on himself. Now, I 
do not want to get into a lengthy discussion of good and evil, so- 
called; these things have been discussed down through the ages by the 
most advanced minds. We of the Inner Circle', say good is what you 
feel is good; evil is what you feel is evil. Your God may be my Devil 
and my Devil may be your God. But your orthodox way of thinking is 
this: you have had a pattern cut out for you, and you have been told 
that this is this, and that is that, and there is no possible change; 
that these laws haveen laid down by your church, or your state, and 
if you deviate from these laws, you will have to be locked up or ex- 
communicated. Certain religions advocate what you call ‘black magic, 
and there are certain of your Christian churches that use black magic, 
er chanting they do in excommunicating would make your blood run 
co . 


( At this time some one asks about a certain religious group.) 


"My dear, I would not like to say that they are the greatest black 
magicians; there are others that are far beyond them. But these 
priests do know that there are certain forces of the body that can be 
used for evil to their fellowmen as well as good..... Some work 
through black magic, not only for individuals but nations as well, 
and stir up strife, wars and all manner of trouble." 


"Can others, Jike ourselves, join the Inner Circle! if we 
progress?“ 5 


Į YADA explains that the Irmer Circle! he speaks of a group 
of sixteen who have undertaken to speak through the Medium as a special 
piece of service, an effort to make man more aware of his true 
greatness, his Godhood; they have been attracted to this boy because 
of his interests and his background; that each of those in the room 
has his or her own Inner Circle! -- persons on'the other side! of 
like vibration -- individuals who have been attracted by similar 
tendencies and interests; that if one has murderous tendencies, someone 
of like tendencies in the astral plane will come to aid him, and will 
not only help but will improve upon his plans.) 


"Are you upon the astral plane, Yada, or shouldn't I ask that?" 
"Sir, it is my opinion that when you say ‘astral! the word covers 


many states of consciousness. There are levels of consciousness in 
the astral and we each gravitate to the level best suited to us by 
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"training, by what we have done or failed to do in past experience. 
Many think that this which is called reincarnation, or re-embodiment, 
is not true. In fact, there are many on my side of life who disagree 
with it. They say: ‘We know no one who has returned to the earth 
plane. And yet, my friends, it is not only to the earth plane, but 
all planes of consciousness that man returns. 


"Does one retain a memory of previous incarnation?" asked Man. 


"It is not so much a matter of retention of these things. that 
have happened to us in what we call the past, because in truth there 
is no such thing as the past or the future; there is only the present 
moment. Past and future’! are illusions. Time is not passing; 
you are passing. I have so often heard you say, I am killing time'-- 
no, time is killing you. Now, sir, I would not like to say that I am 
on the second, third, fourth, fifth, or seventh plane of consciousness - 
because then someone might say, I am going to strive to climb up there!’ 
and that gives an inferiority complex. When it is said 'He is a great 
person, then you all look up to him. But what does that make you 
feel like? Like a worm. No, even if you feel that you know much more 
than another, you can help him much better if you do not allow him to 
know that you are wiser than he." 


"How can we learn our mistakes so we can get off the wheel of 
life?! 


"Now," said YADA, “because this life is an eternal thing, it is 
best that the individual not be left alone, but yet not be pressed 
into learning certain things. There are no books, there is nothing 
written of what is called the true teaching! -- and by that I mean 
the inner teaching, because this is your world, your life, your private 
room, No one can tell you of it; you must find it out for yourself. 
Perhaps it may not be clear to you now, but it will at some time. 


"How to get off the wheel of life? I can tell you this and this 
only: by proper meditation you can enter into a very high state of 
conscicusness, There you shall learn what is for you; you shall learn 
how to get off the wheel of life; you shall learn how, while in the 
physical body, to hold your consciousness in whatever plane you 
consciously desire to life upon; you shall learn how to manipulate 
matter, this three-dimensional matter, so that you can disintegrate 
this physical-chemical matter of the body, so that you can, as you say, 
‘live’ for as long as you wish, or forever. Man does not have to go 
through the stage of death. Some of you may think I am wrong when | 
I say that, and that is good. Because it wili make you think, and you 
will understand life in its fullness." 


"What is the cause of what we call death, Yada -- the separation 
from the physical body? Why do we die?" 


_"Not the cause, but the effect is why you die. The change from 
the physical body into the astral planes is brought about through 


lack of understanding that the mind built, designed and built your 
physucal body. Not knowing this, man has been led to believe that he 
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"is dust of the ground. The Bible, your Christian Bible, is the 
teachings of the Hebrew people. Every race has its own teachings, 
its own bible, its own avatar, its own God; few if any of what may 


de called the orthodox religions explain why, because they themselves 


know not why. They know only that a god said this, a prophet said 
that. And they do not really know that; they have heard it. 

"Now, the physical body cannot suffer, cannot decay, unless the 
mind knows not how to control it. And by controlling -- if we have 
not learned before, we must learn the proper things to eat, The body 
is chemical, and we must put the proper chemicals into it. When we 
have learned the art of supplying the physical-chemical body and we 
have the realization, the mental realisation, that we are the master, 
then nothing shall harm the physical-chenical body. Then we can go 
without eating, or eat anything, as we please. But first we must 
have an understanding of the chemistry of the body. Why is it that 
in this moment I am what is called young, and with the next breath 
I am old, and in the next breath what is called ‘dead?! My friends, 
that is all. Is it not then worth studying whether wu do have 
another chance to return and learn what is necessary? 


"Is it necessary for us to return? Cannot we learn these things 
as we go along?" 


"Now, sir, you have taken energy and wasted it by allowing it 
to go through the stages of decay. The energy you wanted came from 
your mind. You have used it to build the physical body. Man made not 
only this little speck called ‘the world! that he walks on, but all 
the other little specks in, shall I call it space? If it were not 
for mind these things could not exist." 


"I think the questioner meant cannot we learn on the inner planes?" 
"No -- because you must take with you your world when you go." 


"Well, aren't you learning and progressing, Yada -- so why 
couldn't he?" 


"It is not whether I am learning, but what I am learning. It 
may be that I will go on a thousand, ten thousand years of your time 
before I return again to the physical plane. I do not know yet; but 
when the time comes I shall know, because the desire will be so strong 
within me. Now, suppose you are here in space, and here is another 
point in space here: are you going from here to here, or from here to 
here?" 


"We mean return to Earth." 

"But it is not necessarily return to the Earth," replied Yada. 
"You will return as often as you think it is necessary to have a 
physical form. There is no plane of consciousness, right down to. 
what you call normal sleep, or dreams, when you are not learning." 


"Then why is it necessary to have a body?" 
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"Necessary?" replied YADA, "I mieht say thé necessity comes 
before the form; the need comes before the form, One finds the need 
within himself due to his particular individual arrangement of thought. 

"Now I must go, for others wish to come and speak through the boy. 
My friends, your Master, the Christ, said one thing that it is of the 
utmost importance for you never to forget: Love ye one another. 
Love ye one another; understand ye one another. And you will only find 
it possible to understand one another when you understand yourself. 


THE CONTROLS CHANGE: YADA IS REPLACED BY PROF. LUNTZ. 
. "Hello!" said Prof. Luntz. 

"Oh," said ane, "at? s Professor Luntz!" 
"No," said another, "that's not Professor Luntz." 
"It is, too! I am so!" 
"Your voice seems to have changed." 
"Maybe because I'm just turned twenty-one." 
"Twenty-one eons?" 


"Perhaps so; twenty-one eons I have lived, and you too, each one 
of you. Now, if you people were not so pressed for time, we would not 
be either. We would not have to apportion out the amount of energy 
to use, (Light conversation and joking follows.) 

"Laughter is good for the soul -- but if one has not a soul, what 
is it good for? You know, I have heard people say at this boy's 
meetings that they had seen zombies, soulless ones. That individual 
had been fed a hypnotic drug; and of course they are dead, Hor they 
know not what they are doing. The mind is held in a hypnotic state 
by this drug. There is, of course, such a thing as zombieism -- but 
there are quite a few going about your streets who are dead without 
the drug. There are many who are going about in terror for fear that 
your unhappy enemy, Russia, is going to strike; and that the 'flying 
discs' are from Russia. I suppose if there were a plague of big 
toads all over the country, it would be Russia that sent them! 

"Let me tell you, my friends, Russia has no desire for open var. 
When they want a country, they want it all in one lump sum, not 
scattered all over the earth. Of what use would a country be to 
the victorious country if the ground were in such a state that for 
five thousand years there would be nothing growing on it? Of what 
use would the people of the country be, but instead a detriment, if 
their bodies and minds were shattered? The Russian scientists know 
all too well the results of using the atomic bomb. There is, however, 
a very potent weapon that your country has, which Russia would probably 
use if she had it -- the use of sound. I agree with you that if an 
H-bomb or A-bomb were used, a goodly portion of the Earth would be 
useless for thousands of years. But with the use of sound an entire 
city could be stunned, paralyzed. Now, we should not discuss these 
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"things now, but wait till we are at the breakfast table and then get 
acid stomachs or something --- 


"Is it like radar?" 


"You have heard of radar sound;" said Prof. Luntz, "this sound 
can cause vomiting, or paralysis, or a number of other pleasant things. 
You might be walking down the street and suddenly, for no apparent 
reason, develop a nose-bleed -- or topple over and not know what did 
16," 


"Was it something like this that destroyed the walls of Jericho?" 


"Yes. Sound can be used to build or to destroy. Every atom has 
its own octave of sound, and one can cause the destruction of another, 
provided it is of a higher and destructive vibration -- and by 
destruction. I mean change.’ 


"How far advanced are our scientists in the use of sound?" 


"Very, very far, lady. As you probably know, it is used now for 
a number of things: to mix oil and water, and to penetrate into depths 
of steel to find whether there may be faults or cracks in the metal, 
or to find the weaknesses that may lie in motors. Your country is 
far more advanced in the use of sound than any other nation. 

"Of course, you are probably saying to yourselves, Thank Heavens, 
Russia hasn't got it!' Now, we of the ‘Inner Circle’ have sometimes 
heard it whispered -- not behind our backs, but behind the boy's back -- 
that we are Communists, and that there must be a Jew or two among us. 
And once or twice when we have had a somewhat dark-skinned gentleman 
with us, a person of high character, we have waited to hear someone 
say that the 'Inner Circle! allowed Negroes to come among them! My 
friends, there are no Negroes among us, no Jews, no Spanish, no French, 
no Hindus, no English, no Americans -- the only Americans would be 
Indians -- we are only people. The only question with us is, 

'How do you arrive at your ideas?! That is all we want to know. 
And we think that from our present vantage-point, whatever that may be, 
we may be able to help you a little with some new ideas. 

‘But are we to get so blasted smug as to think that because we 
are over here, we know it all? That is the great trouble with spirit- 
ualism: those who have been called back have been worshipped as 
though they were wonderfully wise and good, even a God! Of course, 
in the essence of things they are God -- but they are not awakened. 

My friends, if your relatives or friends were so far from being 
enlightened that you would not have called them from across the street 
to ask how to make a dress or how to plant a bulb, then why should 

you try to call them back from here to answer your questions? If those 
you love have come over here and you wish to get in touch with them, by 
all means do so! But do not try to get information about your oil wells, 
or what your absent wife or husband is doing, and all that sort of 
thing. That is making them into watchdogs. 


"What sort of things do you wish to help us with?" asked one. 


"Anything that you are interested in learning." 
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"Could I attend some certain school to attain psychic development?" 


"Sir," said Prof. Luntz, "we of the Inner Circle! would be 
extremely happy to do all that we possibly could do to aid you in that 
direction, both by impressing you from time to time, and if we can 
get through, speaking to you in an audible tone. If you turn your ear 
once in a while to us in your moments of meditation, and set your idea 
or problem before us, mentally or aloud, as you wish -- or write it -- 
and if you can spend a half-hour or an hour a day in meditation, we 
shall be honored to come to you and do what we can to aid you." 


“Would you outline any special method. of meditaticn?" asked one. 


"For the beginner, the best thing would be to make a study of 3 
what you eat -- be careful of what you eat. Understand the chemicals 
of which the thing is made. Next, we feel that it is extremely helpful, 
before you go into meditation, that you bathe and that you do not eat 
heavy food within a half-hour of the time. Also, it would be good -- 
whether you go into meditation or not -- for four months at least, 
to take internal baths, Also the proper clothes -- extremely light 
ones. If it is possible, wear nothing at all. You see, in meditation 
one must try to rise above any conscious awareness of the physical 
body. In order to do this, one must rid it of irritations. 


"Have you ever tried to concentrate your attention on any parti- 
cular subject for a minute or two? After you have been trying to do 
it for a short time you will find you begin to itch -- your nose, or 
your ear or your eyebrow. It is not that t kre is anything there to 
make you itch, but it is your nerves -- your nerves trying to make 
you aware of them. You are beginning to be unaware of your physical 
body, and what is called the physical body does not like you to be 
unaware of it, 


"Friends, to be successful in what you do, put your mind on that 
and nothing else. I know this is not easy, for the human mind has 
not been trained to concentrate -- not in the Western world, at any 
rate, and while you are trying to concentrate, there are a thousand 
little things that intrude. 


"Now. I must go; my type of energy is running low. Someone else 
will take over." 


THE CONTROLS CHANGE ---- PROF, LUNTZ is replaced by LAO-TSE,. 


"Good evening, friends," said Lao-tse. IT thought I would stand 
aside and listen to all the interesting conversation. Yes, indeed, 
I have been away for some time; now I am back and it is nice to hear = 
that I have been missed, If one wishes to be missed by his relatives, 
he should stay away a long time!" 


"Couldn't we be classed as your relatives?" 
"Yes, indeed, and you are." Said Lao-tse. "A lady asked me if 


she would meet her relatives over here. I said, yes, but it would 
take up all her time to just say How do you do’ or ‘Ni-ha!' to all 
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of them. Why should the brother of this, your present life be any 
dearer than the brother of a thousand years ago? We must remind you -- 
as ve often do — that you are walking around in consciousness, not 
time and space. Someone asked me once, hy do you come back and 

speak through this boy?! If you are really the person you say you 

are, you would not do this. So I was obliged to conclude that the 
lady knew better than I what I would and would not do. It is rather 
distracting. The estimable Lao-tse' she called me, Which is the 

boy end which is I? You are you, and no man knows who you are but you" 


"We know, but do we realize?” 


"T am considering that question, said Lao-tse, but I know that 
you are all clock-watchers and you cannot forget that you must get 
up at five or six or seven in the morning and be about making the 
sustenance for yourself. I should like to say this to you: man shall 
never advance in one lump sum; he did not come in one lump sum and 
he cannot advance that way." 


"Can man advance beyond the slowest of us?" 


"That is a very deep question; but before getting into it, I 
would like to speak of that which you were discussing earlier among 
yourselves -- capital punishment. My friends, when you put one of 
your fellowmen to death, you should know t hat you have put a little 
bit of yourself to death also, for that person is a part of the 
coumunity. Once, in China, there was a great deal of pick-pocketing 
going on, so the Government decided to cut off the heads of all caught, 
and they invited the whole city to watch the executions. At the end 
of it, they discovered that twice as many pockets had been picked 
while they were watching the executions. So, what has man learned? 
It is a contemptible, mean thing to do, of course -- but people do 
not realize what they are doing when they thus set loose an ego who 
has not been trained, who is still lusting for material possessions. 
He is bound to draw to himself people of like desires, and ther is 
a rash of similar crimes as soon as he is put out of the physical 
body. He should be taught that he is going into another world of 
consciousness to be given a chance to learn and progress.

But to go back to 
the effects of the planets upon man. All of these bodies have some 
effect, the moon having the greatest upon the physical part of man.

"Exactly! There are very different chemical rays in each thing, 
human or animal bodies or plants or rocks. These rays have a definite 
activity of breaking down or building up.

"It is easy for us cn this side to say 'be not afraid' .... you 
are living in à most critical time... do not let yourselves be driven 
by fear; you should be helpers, teachers, guides. Teach as the Master 
did, love your fellow gan, and not him only, but all things. Allis a 
part of you. Hate not. If you must kill, do not kill in hatred. 
These young men who are made to hate! as part of their training are 
really killing in fear and as a way of self-protection. Yes, we see a 
great decimation of the race, and use of the atomic bomb in the last 
stages. This has to be. It 1s needed to clear the earth of the 
unknowing, the blind, the stupid and the greedy. 


"I do not wish to state what percentage we believe will survive. 
If America does not win the world will suffer five to ten-thousand 
years of darkness; there will be no law or order anywhere. Man has 
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"failed all down the ages to create a Usopia, a material paradise, 
Simply because each man thinks in a different way. The Etheric Guard- 
ians will do what they can to prevent the use of atomic power because 
that weapon breaks into their own world.....what is likely to take 
Place is, that the Guardians may see that only by storms and earth- 
quakes can this use be stopped. This quaking, however, can take place 
in the air or ether. A force can be brought to bear on the ether, 
which is a hundred thousand times denser than any matter you know -- 
the consequences would make your atom bomb look foolish by comparison.

LAOTSE IS THE CONTROL: 


"Ni ba -- Coy how? I am fine; how are you? Good evening, friends, 
It is again the honor and pleasure for us of the 'Inner Circle! to be 
weicomed into your nome -- a temple of learning; not a temple of set 
opinions, but of opinions, nevertheless, among man's many shocks, his 
greatest comes at birth. It is definitely a shock to the psyche to 
enter into the physical world; much more of one than going out. And 
in between the going and the coming there are endless shocks; and were 
it not for the insulation called the physical body, the self could not 
stand the tremendous pain. 


"Man is very fortunate to have a physicel-chemical body to defend 
him from these outer-seeming shocks. The pifysical world is not man's 
natural habitat, for from the time of his coming to build up 2 wall of 
resistance against the outer stimuli. This wall of resistance acts as 
both a good and an evil for his stay on the earth plane. The evil 
comes about by the individual building too strong a wall. When this 
wall becomes too rigid, the individual begins to suffer. Having no give, 
the stimuli bounce against it and create a terrific jar upon the self, 
These repeated jars begin to act as a disease upon the individual.

"So the morel of my talk is only that we cast aside the illusion 
that something lies in the future and something lies in the past, and 
that we must worry about it. That brings nothing but suffering. So we 
say to you, do not do that! The quicker you can come to understand that 
all of your physical experience is nothing but mental activity, that it 
is no more tangible, no more concrete in its nature, no more everlasting 
the better will be your state of harmony with life. 


"You speak of building a wall -- it seems that it is largely an 
automatic and instinctive procedure, not bolitional...said M. L. 


"Yes -- it is only natural that on entering into the physical world, 
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"What about thought transference --- telepathy?" asked M. L. 


"This form of activity," said LAOTSE, "which ve prefer to call 
mental communication, is brought about by expansion of the mind, of 
the consciousness. There is no energy wabe going from my brain to 
your brain, or from your brain to someone else's brain. It is but 
an expansion of sense awareness. Again, you have a form of pressure, 
because this out here, as we have so often said, is consciousness, and 
not space, as you seem to think it is. Let us take the word 'space’, 
what is space? What is the definition of that word? Nobody runs 
forward excitedly desiring to tell me?" 


"A form of reality that is not perceived by consciousness?" asked 
Meade Layne. 


"A form of reality that the consciousness does not become cogni- 
zant of! That makes the paridge a little more dense, doesn't it? ..... 
a little more difficult to get through to. So man is working in some- 
thing he does not perceive or comprehend .... space... 


"Lao-Tse, I wonder if you would talk to us a little more about 
telepathy -- what is the basic difference between telepathy and 
clairvoyance?" asked ML. 


"The difference is somewhat like that between a kitten and a 
full-grown cat. They are one and the same thing, but in clairvoyance 
your sense of awareness is full and complete. In telepathy you are 
only getting a partial contact." 


"There is no basic difference, then, between seeing the thought 
of a distant person and seeing a distant place?“ asked M. L. 


"No, except in clairvoyance a broader sense of awareness. In 
telepathy you have a sense of mental alertness without particular 
vision or without the awareness of the other organs becoming expanded," 


"Will you speak to us of karma?" asked FFW. 


"Lady, karma means only mistakes, errors in judgment, possibly. 
Man can only work and learn through trial and error. Therefore, man 
cannot escape what is called karma -- or what is called in the 
Christian Church, sin. They are one and the same thing. 


"But all karma is not necessarily bad, is it?" 


I know that many 
who are training in some occult beliefs feel that karma is sin, evil-- 
and man must flee from it. Karma is not something to be fled from. 
His very fleeing is karma; his very fleeing is sin. Why? Because he 
is keeping himself from learning. It is like the parable in your Bible 
of the man with the one talent. He did not wish to make karma, so he 
buried his little talent. ‘If I do not do anything with it, then I 
cannot lose It. If you cannot learn through and by experience, you 
cannot learn, 

"Evil, so-called, and good are not things in and of themselves -- 
they are considerations of the individual mind. A certain act may not 
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"be pleasing to one person", continued Lao-Tse, because of his early 
training ha considers it a sin -- now only for himself, but for others.

"Friends, in your present time, with things appearing as they are, 
the world seems to be under ever greater and greater strain; in other 
words, falling deeper and deeper into the hypnotic speel of material 
beliefs and satisfactions -- which is what has brought the world into 
its great wars. We cannot say enough, nor often enough, that you_are 
responsible for_your_ wars, And when we say you? we mean the mind of 
each individual is carrying on a war within himself; and until the in- 
dividual masters himself and conquers the war within himself, he is 
always going to have wars outside of himself." 


"Has it ever been different, Yada?" asks Meade Layne. 


"No. In human history, Man, on coming into the physical-chemical 
world, came into contact with what is called physical-chemical matter. 
In the beginning this was a foreign substance to Him; and immediately 
it created great irritation upon this Him’; and ever since He has been 
bound by matter, has become like this matter, violent in nature, violent 
in action. All things struggle in the physical world for existence, be- 
cause matter is always in a state of change. Man cannot escape violence 
until he frees himself from the hypnotic belief that he is matter. From 
the most minute insect or germ right on up to the great galaxies, there 
is a constant turmoil, struggle, fight, which in its true essence is 
only a form of change.

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CONCERNING PSYCHIC CONTACT WITH ETHERIANS 


(Following is Meade Laynets release II-A-50, which he chose to combine 
with MPST #4. His reasons for doing so are in the text. Meades whole 
hearted endorsement of Gerald Light (Dr. Kappa) in 1950 was undoubtedly 
sincere and well-intentioned, but subsequent events have proven this 
endorsement unwise. Our republication of this material now (1962) does 
not indicate acceptance of Mr. Light's interpretation of his experiences 
nor approval of his teachings.) 


The following communication, though brief, and perhaps familiar in 
substance to a number of our readers, seems to us of sufficient impor- 
tance to justify its inclusion both Release 11-A-1 (to all BSRA) and in 
Transcript No. IV (to all Transcript subscribers). One important reason 
for this, is that inquiries come to us concerning the feasibility of 
making psychic contact with the Etherians, expressing surprise that such 
communication has not been established, and sometimes indicating that 
these attempts are being made. 


Though a knowledge of the Etherian worlds and peoples is an ancient 
possession of the race, it is singularly unfamiliar to Western culture, 
even among members of Occult orders. Between the seven or eight ethers 
of occultists, the aether or ether of the physicists, the identification 
of ether with space and/or with the Lokas of Theosophy and Oriental cos- 
mologies, the etheric doubles of persons and worlds and objects, the con- 
fusion with the Lower Astral, and so on, the confusion is almost hope- 
less; at any rate it can only be clarified by prolonged personal study 
of the subject. This is almost the best we can do, for the moment, for 
our friends who write to us in search of simplification. But there is a 
familiar tendency among Western dabblers in the occult, to go adventur- 
ing blindly on the inner planes, trusting to luck or good intentions or 
vestigial orthodoxy to bring them through, enlightened and unscathed. 


More than this, several learned and gifted occultists of our ac- 
quaintance, who have lately been led into these studies by the current 
upsurge of etheric phenomena, Flying Saucers, etc., have also encounter- 
ed unpleasant experiences. This is not meant as a reflection on them, 
nor as meaning that all etheric contacts are bad or dangerous. Our 
whole plane of existence has issued from the Etheric, and all its phen- 
omena are rooted in the latter. The danger, of course, is in the lack 
of knowledge and experience which are almost unavoidable under our Wes- 
tern civilization. Moreover, the Western mind (so far as it turns to 
such subjects at all) has been preoccupied with astral rather than Ether- 
ic conditions, for the simple reason that it is the astral life we enter 
after death. We are individualists in the debased sense of the word, 
and each of us wants to know what is going to happen to himself, to "me", 
Hence, a fair-sized library-full of books concerning life on the various 
astral planes, and something about the higher levels also, but almost 
nothing concerning the great motherland of our world and race, the re- 
gions of Etheria. 


Yet now the existence of Etheria and its peoples is being thrust 
upon us, willy-nilly. It will be denied by the last gasp of the expir- 
ing orthodoxies, both in science and religion, and ignored and evaded by 


the common man, to whom a new thought is understandably most unsettling 
and distressing. The long series of phenomena, after being mocked at 

by fools and ignored br denied by our so-called intellectuals, are now 
widely accepted as factual realities. The next step, therefore, will 
inevitably be to label our strange sky-visitors as "inter-planetary" — 
simply because, in the absence of all knowledge concerning the etheric 
regions, no other alternative exists. "These strange sky-craft exist; 
they are NOT of terrestrial manufacture; therefore they come from some 
other planet." This simple logic has a wide popular appeal, and the. 
masses of our people will almost certainly rest content with it. And 
yet it is basically wrong, since the visible planets of our solar sys- 
tem are not the homelands of these craft, but rather the intangible and 
invisible (but densely material) space-regions of Etheria. No physicist 
who deserves the name can deny this alternative at least being completely 
possible, and no metaphysician to whose mind naive materialism is not 
the "be-all and end-all here". 


THE NOVEMBER 1950 EXPERIENCE OF GERALD (DR.KAPPA) LIGHT 


1. Let us turn now to the case in hand, involving a gifted and 
‘highly educated occultist, a clairvoyant and clairaudient and well-known 
as a writer and lecturer. We shall call him Dr. Kappa for convenience, 
Dr. Kappa had been somewhat in ill health for a time, and on a recent 
night, about 4 a.m. (at Julian, California) he wakened "with a very pe- 
culiar feeling -- I cannot describe it other than to say that I felt as 
-if I had no body at all. This in itself was not very unusual with ne 
and caused me no particular alarm; but there was another aspect of the 
sensation. I felt, or seemed to know, that my body was being disinte- 
grated — that the cells were actually being shaken apart from each 
other. You can easily understand that such a sensation is almost in- 
describable in words. Yet that is exactly what I felt as I lay upon my 
bed and tried to get hold of myself? or whatever of me was available. 

I seemed to have no centralized focus of consciousness which we as normal 
individuals are accustomed to accept as f'self’, 


2. "I realized almost at once, instinctively, I suppose, that this 
experience was not of a higher or occult character such as I have many 
times known in meditation and Yogic practices. There was distinctly a 
beastial or vicious quality to it which alarmed me to the point of get- 
ting out of bed immediately, 


3. "As I stood on the concrete-and-tile floor I became aware of a 
fluid-like vibration moving through it. Fluid-like because that is the 
way it presented itself to me. Almost at the same moment I sensed this 
fiuid pressure all around me; the room was saturated with it. Then I 
heard a pulsation similar to an air-plane engine high up in the atmos- 
phere, That is, I heard it and didn't hear it. Perhaps I felt it -- 
but it was absolutely there and filling every inch of space around me. 

My hearing abilities have always been remarkable and a source of some 
distress to me, since I hear sounds which distract my attention and often 
make it difficult for me to get to sleep. I know now that a good bit of 
this supernatural hearing has been more of a psychic perception than just 
plain hearing in the ordinary meaning. 


4. "This hearing is usually accompanied with a seeing which cannot 
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be called ordinary sight. That is, I hear a sound which no one else 
seems to hear, and then I see a picture, color, symbol or line of force 
which would be meaningless to me had I not heard it in advance. Now, 
this pulsation or vibration of which I speak, which I could both hear 
and ses, had a most unpleasant effect on my body. I felt that I was 
being separated from my skeleton -- that my organs and tissues were being 
separated in a most indescribable fashion. Feeling faint, I opened the 
door and stepped into the yard. The sky was overcast and nothing but a 
dark gray mist was visible. But I could hear this engine or motor much 
better than while in my room. It seemed to be directly overhead but 
thousands of feet above the clouds. Then it was that I saw or perceived 
THE THING. 


5. "I wont try here to give much description of it, since I am try- 
ing to keep this letter as short as possible, other than to say that it 
was spherical, highly luminous, and seemed to have bisecting axes (like 
a north-sout and an east-west axis). This is hard to write clearly -- 
but the THING revolved on its two axes independently of each other, It 
was somewhat like a gyroscope such as children play with, except that 
the frame of the toy would have to revolve too, and in an opposite direc- 
tion. Do you get what I mean? One gyroscope spinning around like a top, 
east to west, and the other turning around the first, but going north 
to south. How big it was I couldn’t say with any exactitude, since there 
was nothing with which to compare it, as it hung suspended there in the 
gray mist. But my feeling causes me to say that it was at least a mile 
in diameter. Huge indeed! But then, to some this will be a tall tale 
any way I tell it — but if they had the symptoms which it has left be- 
hind with me? 


6. "To dismiss the possibility that this was just a psychic experi- 
ence, maybe this will help. There are two Scotty dogs in the apartment 
next to mine. The owner gets up around four or five each morning to let 
them out. This man — about my own age and with a horoscope similar to 
mine — has a violently sick stomach reaction. And the dogs! Youshould 
have seen them] At first the animals seemed bewildered and unable to 
control their bodies, They acted like drunken persons for several min- 
utes, and then began running furiously around the yard in a sort of hys- 
teria, finally dropping from exhaustion and seeming about to expire. My 
neighbor doesn't remember if he heard the engine, but he is positive he 
felt the vibration in his body, especially in the stomach — or rather 
in the solar plexus. All this tcok place in less than five minutes -- 
the vibration growing less and less, as, apparently, the engine passed 
on overhead. 


7. "Yesterday morning, Friday, at 4 a.m. this phenomenon repeated 
itself, and with much the same results, except that my physical condition 
or my illness became much worse. I have terrific pains in the stomach and 
chest, and a strange taste of metal in my mouth, together with excessive 
amounts of gas which make breathing difficult. This has nothing to do 
with psychic mediumship. I have been through that many times and know 
the angles as far as body reactions are concerned. And while I have 
heard the engine only twice, I have been conscious of the vibrations in 
my body every day, and especially at night. It is slowly growing more 
intense but I believe I am getting somewhat acclimated to it. The pains 
in my body are not so bad. I wonder, sometimes, if I am being turned 
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into a sort of receiving station for the Etherians. . e 


8. "The point of this long letter is this: Are any reports coming 
in from your members, similar to mine? If you have any light on such 
experiences I would greatly appreciate it. I am at present practically 
incapacitated by convulsions in my stomach, and by an intense heat that 
turns me into a torrent of perspiration regardless of room temperature, 
There are several other aspects of this abnormal situation but I shall 
not go into that now, but I am still hoping to visit you.“ 


Perhaps the best way to continue this account, is to quote my own 
reply (Meade Layne) to Dr. Kappa (Gerald Light) -- since it, in turn 
consists almost entirely of the statement of the trance control, the 
Yada di Shi täte: 


Dear Dr. Kappa: 


9. "I was distressed and somewhat alarmed by your letter of the 
29th, and after some reflection decided to consult Mark Probert's Con- 
trols. I not entirely sure that this will meet with your approval, but 
it seems to me that it can do no harm, and that your own wide knowledge 
and experience will enable you to separate the chaff from the wheat, if 
we should be given an admixture of both. At any rate, here is the gist 
of the comments of Yada di Shitite. Only Mark, his wife Irene and my- 
self were present: 


COMMENTS OF THE YADA DI SHI'ITE 


"I shall start talking English immediately and dispense with my us- 
ual preliminary exercise in my own tongue. I know that you understand 
that I indulge in the latter mainly to capture interest and attention of 
sitters who need such appeal. 


"It is an unfortunate condition that the honorable Dr. Kappa has 
gotten into, It is not entirely a psychic condition, but partly physi- 


cal also -- though of course in the last analysis all physical conditions 


are psychic. 


"Psychical development invariably means hunger, of one kind or 
another, for food or for sex, The deeper one gets involved, the greater 
this hunger. A kind of fission takes place between the psychic and the 
physical. Dr. Kappa has always been psychic by nature, from birth, It 


is, in a way of speaking, part of his Karma. This psychism has increased 


through study and training, and the hunger has increased proportionately. 
The body has been unable to stand the strain of these excesses. 


"Dr. Kappa went deep into Etheric studies and his body was not pre- 
pared for them. Etheric contacts play upon the physical body far more 
than _do_the contacts of the Astral plane. (Underscoring Neade 7s 


"The Etheric world is_a world of energy which is constantly trying 
ie express itself in the physical. It will avail itself of any open 
oor. 


"The feeling that came upon Dr. Kappa was more of an automatism than 


— = 


any deliberate response by etheric beings. The Etherians have no par- 
ticular designs on him. We move in certain directions thinking we rec- 
ognize an object, but we may find the activity more than we can stand, 
(Meade notes that some of the Yada's remarks here were in reply to his 
questions, but he didn't give the questions.) 


"The feeling of evil (Para. 2, page 6) comes from certain forms of 
action on the physical body. The body is always seeking protection, 
survival, continuance, and it goes on guard, This causes a feeling of 
dread simply because it is an unknown quantity. 


"The Doctor has been a big eater in the past, and this has put too 
much pressure on the solar plexus, oer many years. With much food and 
psychic tensions, gas is created. Lines of tension or stress are built 
up which work against the normal pressures of the body. We have forces 
working against each other. The Doctor has several times stirred up 
the Kundalini forces. This creates great heat in the body. The combin- 
ation of psychic, nerve and physical tension makes him very open to 
what are called psychic sounds or psychic hearing. 


"On coming into contact with the etheric world he became aware of 
that world. Now, when one sense is stirred up, that stirs up all the 
others also. This includes the sense of taste. It was natural that he 
should feel the effects of other forces also. And the etheric forces 
can disintegrate the physical body. They create heat, and the more heat 
the more likely the body is to disintegrate. Hence, the profuse sweating 
and feeling of heat. 


"I suggest that the first taste experienced will be that of the ele- 
ment strongest in the body — in his case, metal, iron. 


"We suggest that Dr. Kappa do no more studying in that direction, 


"We suggest that he cease to eat except to pacify -- not satisfy 
his hunger. 


"We suggest that he train himself in relaxation without entering 
any particular state of consciousness other than that of normal sleep. 


"He should never call on the Etherians,. 


"All results are more or less automatic. We cannot avoid the con- 
sequences of any act; yet we can never foresee all the consequences of 
an act. We pride ourselves on our will. How little we know when we 
use that term! And the results of not acting may be as great as those 
following action, 


"Concerning the neighbor and the dogs, They came into that same 
field of radiation (of the Ether Ship, ml). And the neighbor was under 
the same astrological signs, as Dr. Kappa pointed out. Dogs sense what 
is going on within a person -- because people throw out an energy. And 
dogs have hearing beyond the range of the human ear. Also, the dogs 
could pick up the conditions from humans who were affected by them. 
(Again, these replies were in answer to Meadets questions.) 
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tSome of the Etheric machines can create a sound that can demagne- 
tize a body or an object. Yes, this is what you call an ultra-sonic 
effect. Dr. Kappa was in the path or zone of an ultrasonic ray. 


We feel that the Doctor can get out of this condition. He does 
not really have a bad heart, but one suffering from tensions and the 
pressure of gasses. The body is full of cavities into which gasses can 
seep from the intestines. Many pains are caused by gas pressure which 
are attributed to other causes. Such pressure can cut off the flow of 
blood through the veins. A flow of gasses into the skull may cause para- 
lytic strokes. A bubble bursts and causes a blood clot which blocks the ~ 
flow of blood and cuts off the hourishment of the cells. I must go now. 
The peace of your God and of my God be with you." 


MEADE LAYNE*§S SUMMARY OF THE FACTS INVOLVED 


We have here what is probably the first published account of the 
effect of a supersonic wave or ray on a human being. That is, we con- 
strue it as equivalent to the super or ultra-sonic vibration known to 
physicists and developed in part for use in warfare. 


im 
It is highly/probable that the ray was directed purposely upon Dr, 

Kappa, and we must note that he was not in normal physical condition, 

and that he is a psychic or sensitive. His neighbor also happened to 

be similarly constituted. It is likely that other and normal persons 

in the neighborhood were not affected, or only in a slight degree. Dogs 

keptinside might not have been greatly disturbed. Nevertheless, it is 

fair to assume that this wave or ray could be strengthened and directed ee 

onto any locality, and that all living things could be destroyed by it. 

This is in harmony with what is known of ultrasonic effects scientifical- 

ly. Note the statement of the Yada, that the etheric forces "can disin- 

tegrate the physical body", and that this is in harmony with Dr. Kappats 

own instinctive analysis of the effect on himself. 


We probably have here a clue to what may be expected if supersonic 
weapons are used in warfare, or if the Etherians use them to intervene 
in our wars, or to protect themselves against attack by us. It may pos- 
sibly be a clue, also, to the complete disappearance of etheric craft 
either in the air or after a forced landing. What we have been calling 
their dematerialization may be effected by some type of supersonic ap- 
paratus. 


Is it necessary to further underscore the criminal folly of firing . 
upon these etheric craft? That only a few of our planes have so far 
been lost is sufficient evidence that the Etherians regard us as fools 
or children, not to be punished too severely for ignorant mischief mak- z 
ing. The Controls have said heretofore that the Etherians possess the 
knowledge and power to disrupt our globe through demagnetizing it -- 
though the higher Powers would not actually permit this, Demagnetization 
can be produced by proper use of ultrasonic vibrations. 


: But one compelling reason for printing these pages is the interest 
being shown in some quarters in the attempt to make contact with the ë 
Etherians by psychic and/or telepathic means. With due consciousness of 
our ignorance but ọn the basis of such facts as we now possess, the BSR 
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directors wish to utter the most grave warning against any such efforts 


at psychic contact. 


Influences from the etheric planes are more rapid and powerful than 
those from Astral regions. The etheric levels are vibrant with energies 
striving to flow into manifestation, They are the Powers of Netsach, 
vast Nature-forces emerging into form. And the Etheric peoples are not 
excarnate humans; nor have they ever incarnated on our plane; nor are 
they all alike. Just as there is a multiplicity of Ethers of all de- 
grees of density, so are there innumerable etheric planes and beings. 
Perhaps not all of them are greatly superior to us, but it is clear that 
many of them are. People who can construct aircraft miles in length, 
and fly rings around our rockets and guided missiles, have a science too 
high to be mentioned in the same breath as our own. 


And what might be called the pressure of the etheric worlds is in- 
creasing upon our globe. Instead of being too difficult, it is likely . 
that psychic and occult contacts will be all_too easy. There is evidence 
that the Etherians are friendly, but that does not mean that our minds 
and bodies are prepared to withstand contact with them on mental and 
psychic levels, But when they appear in material and human-like bodies, 
our exchanges with them may be safe, normal and human, From them we can 
gain incalculable knowledge, if we are wise enough to make the right ap- 
proach, With their wisdom we might remake our world, but we must be wise 
enough ourselves to take the opportunity in the right ways. 


The days of planetary isolation are ended. Of course, such days have 
never existed, except in our own dullness and blindness; so, what is 
ended is only this blindness, for a few, and this dullness, for "rare 
Swimmers in the vasty deep", Yet there is no cause for panic, but only 
for an honest, consistent, passionate desire to learn — and to serve. 


I must not comment further on Dr. Kappa and the statements of the 
Yada. I can vouch for Dr. Kappa*s knowledge and integrity and unusual 
powers; and I have reason, from several years of intercourse, to honor 
and respect the Chief of the Shitite Clans. But it is the earnest hope 
of your Directors, that all our Associates, and especially those who 
receive these Transcripts regularly, will reread at least all of Dr. Kap- 
pa's and the Yada*s remarks with close attention, and reflect on their 
implications, bringing to bear whatever occult knowledge and data they 
possess, 


It is true in all fields of knowledge, and especially in the so- 
called occult world, that meaning, worth, importance, significance do 
not lie in any fact or event per se, but only in the relationships of 
the fact. Therefore it is said occultly that the Truth of truth, the 
High and the Deep things are never written, because the limitations of 
words cannot encompass then. Therefore, again, he who reads rightly 
reads between and behind the lines, the words, the phrases. Therefore 
he takes each fact, small or great, into reflection and meditation, that 
they may distinguish and reveal themselves, as it were of their own nove- 
ment, in the deeps of consciousness. Therefore, too, comment and expli- 
cation become a weariness and a false leading, except as they are sieved 
and transmuted by the same process. And the more one knows, the more- 
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and-less important each fact appears to be. But Dr. Kappa'ts adventure 
and the comments of the Yada thereon seemed to me well worth setting 
down. Perhaps you will tell us here at Headquarters whether or no this 
ais your opinion also.

FURTHER COMMENT BY RILEY CRABB 


The chart on page 12 is an attempt to combine several things. 
Through Mark Probert the Inner Circle gave Meade the idea of the three 
inter-locking circles as a way of diagramming the inter-dependence of 
the physical and etheric levels with the higher planes of the universe. 
I have super-imposed the three circles on the Kabalistic Tree of Life 
in its “lightning flash" aspect. This shows the descent of cosmic power 
from the Unmanifest down through the successive planes of consciousness 
or manifestation to the physical world. Meade refers to Netsach in his 
summary. You see it there as the seventh Sephirah of the ten Sephiroth. 


Both the Eastern and the Western Mystery Traditions speak of the 
Seven Planes of Consciousness, but they also teach that there are seven 
sub levels to the physical plane. The three lowest levels are the world 
as we know it: solids, liquids and gases; but there are still four more 
sub-levels of physical matter, the ethers. Their Rosicrucian titles 
are given in the chart. Orthodox science is grudgingly admitting the 
existence of these invisible, intangible states of physical matter be- 
cause this is the only way science can account for certain phenomena 
now showing up on its more sensitive instruments. The Inner Circle 
contends that Flying Saucers "emerge" from this invisible but very real 
etheric world, to the great consternation and disbelief of the material 
minded! 


As for Gerald Light and his heart attack of October 1950. I agree 
with Meade Layne that this is a masterful interpretation by the Yada di 
Shitite and well worth intensive study by any metaphysical student who 
reads it. But to me the Yada‘ts remarks do not confirm Mr. Light's ex- 
perience as a Flying Saucer sighting! Furthermore, correspondence from 
Associates about Mr. Light, both before and since I took over as direc- 
tor of BSRA in 1959, gives no indication that Mr. Light followed or paid 
any attention to the Yada'ts advice: to stop his attempts to contact 
etheric beings, and to bring his vices under control. 


Like many another would-be Flying Saucer contactee, Gerald Light 
had a consuming desire for contact with the Visitors from outer space. 
In my opinion he pressed too hard for personal experiences along a cer- 
tain line of occult development. When he finally made a break-through 
he interpreted his subjective, psychic experience as an objective con- 
tact with a space ship! Then with Meade Layne “s worshipful approval he 
was off and running! Consider his own interpretation of what happened. 


"There was a distinctly bestial or vicious quality to it which 
alarmed me to the point of getting out of bed immediately," Gerald wrote 
to Meade. And near the end of his letter, "The vibration is slowly 
growing more intense but I believe I am getting somewhat acclimated to 
it. . . I wonder if I am being turned into a sort of receiving station 
for the Etherians. .. " 


These revealing remarks, coupled with the Yada's warnings, should 


have alerted anyone who read them as to the dangerous course of action 
which this man had chosen. 
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TRANSCRIPT #5 
TRANCE LECTURE Ci’ MARCH 23, 1950 
CONTROL: Yada Di Shi'ite. 


"Good evening, friends. I bring to you the love of the spirit world and the 
greatest respect of the Inner Circle’. I did for you, a few minutes ago, a man- 
tram. A mantram is a prayer. Prayer is very necessary in man's life. It is much 
better if you know what prayer does; if you know the law of prayer. Man is forever 
seeking to understand his relationship with what is called God. Every race of man, 
all down through the history of the world, has wanted to call upon a higher state 
of mind than himself. When I say 'higher than himself' I do not mean apart from 
himself, but I mean higher than the physical-being self. How many of you know of 
"higher than yourself', your physical self? You understand that? It is necessary 
for man to understand that. mat this I'! of you is your God. In calling upon this 
God you are awakening your higher state of consciousness. You are not praying to a 
Being that is so many miles away from yourself; you are not calling upon a Being 
that is apart from ycu, but IS you. Man must waken to that understanding; otherwise 
he knows not what prayer is. He merely learns to mouth words, of which he knows no- 
thing. But the religious history of man does not show that the priests of these 
various religions have made an attempt to enlighten man to the fact that he is God. 
Therefore, down to this time, he is still believing that this God is something that 
he must understand; thet he must fear. All of his acts are accomplished upon the 
grounds that this God is watching him and will punish him for any mistake he may 
make. 


"Is this the intelligent way to live? We of the Inner Circle do not think 
so. Goodness and living in goodness is merely living in wisdom. It is an intelli- 
gent way to live without expecting rewards for your acts. Every religion offers a 
reward for good and punishment for what is called evil. Such is the teaching of 
the priestcraft; it is not a fact. You receive your rewards for whatever your acts 
may be. You receive it in that act. Man mustamaken to this. You, all of you, are 
absolutely responsible for everything that takes place in your life. You cannot 
have some other individual shoulder your mistakes, your responsibilities. This is 
the time when men must realize there is nothing in what is called atonement. No 
great teacher ever came upon the face of the earth who could take upon his shoulders 
your mistakes, but man will not realize tnis until he comes to the understanding 
that he himself is a great being with a great heritage. 


"Matter! What is matter? Whence does matter come? How does this matter take 
shape, form, design or whatever you wish? By whose will, by whose wanting? By 
yourself. You may think to yourself that these things are not true; that you could 
not possibly be the ou lers of this vast universe and the many universes in time 
and space, but believe me, friends, you éefinitely sare. It is yeur consciousness; 
it is your state of awareness and by that state of awareness and by that state of 
consciousness you live, you create. But man, which includes myself (being on the 
plane of consciousness I am does not by ary means exclude me from what is called 
man's being). Wherever we are - in different states of consciousness - we find our- 
selves building that world. Now I ask you, do you wish to devate anything I have 
said? o you have ary objections one way or another? You have a right to express 
yourself if you do. We do not say we know it all, because we happen to be out of 
the physical, chemical state of awareness. Not by any means. Man has a great way 
-- an endless way to go. Life is forever expanding. There is no beginning or end. 
You are the beginning and the end.” 
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"Tf we are creators, how is it we can create many material things but we can- 
not make a blade of gress, a tree cr a mountain?" 


"The mountain, tree, grass is all part of the universe. me grain. of sand, 
your state of awareness has made it what it is. You have made that blade of grass. 


"You have what is called five senses, that is what you assume you have - five 
senses. It is also assumed that man can know nothing apart from these five senses. 
The 'I' if you does not need to depend upon the physical whatsoever. As long as 
you do not know you have more than five senses, you do not have them. Today, Scien- 
tists have claimed to discover or come to the belief after many years of study, mak- 
ing application of what they have studied, that there is such a thing as telepathy. x 
What is this telepathy; how does it work? Is it by any of the known five senses? 
No, it is not. Does thought travel in a wave from one brain to another brain? Is 
this energy force? It is not - though in future times it may be so measured as an 
energy, yet it is not. That is merely the three dimensional appearance. We have 
talked much upon what you call time and space, and we say there is no time and no 
space; that what you are existing in here is not space. It is consciousness. `

I would have her checked over by a competent medical man; I think he will find her 
blood pressure low and this causes dizziness. 


"Friends, I do not think I shall talk further; I hope to see you all again some- 
time. Before I leave now I say to you - the greatest thing in life is the pursuit 
of life. To understand this is to come into harmonious relation with the world you 
live in. God be with you."

THE GERALD LIGHT (DR. KAPPA) EPISODE 


In Seance Transcript No. 4 Meade Layne turned aside from his ori- 
ginal purpose of publishing only Inner Circle material, and began to 
include portions of the intriguing letters of Gerald Light. Judging 
from Lights letters, and from the Yada di Shitite's analysis of him, 
Gerald (Dr. Kappa) Light brought a heart attack upon himself by his 
dabbling in occult practices, He then proceeded to color this experi- 
ence with his own yearning for contact with the Etherians. Meade also 
was eager for contact with the Etherians and apparently gave more cre- 
dence to Light's experience than it deserved. At the same time Meade 
also apparently failed to note the direction Light's studies had taken. 
One paragraph from Light's lengthy letter in the original TR No. 5 
will suffice: 


"At present concentration is extremely difficult. My tendency is 
to sit in something of a dreamy, remote state, as though I had no part 
in anything about me. This lethargy becomes so acute that I must 
struggle vigorously to shake myself out of it. It is hot a meditative 
or contemplative state — it is simply a kind of stupor,and very unlike 
my former nature, It seems to have come about asa result of a series 
of trevelations’ or illuminations? I have experienced recently, con- 
cerning the incredible beastiality and lunatic mentality of mankind." 


Row significant this becomes to one familiar with Goethes "Faust", 
Remember the Devil’s triumphant statement after he has left the presence 
of one of his prospective victims: 


"Contempt your capacity to think, 
Which is man's greatest power; 
Welcome misty things and sorcery 
And the spirit of illusion, 

Then I shall get you surely enough.“ 


There were eight pages in the original MPST No. 5, but only one 
contained any messages or discussion from the Inner Circle. These 
were excerpts from meetings which occurred at Mark*s San Diego apart- 
ment in early December 1950, Meade also drew a few relevant quotes 
about Etheria from a conversation with Control Ramond Natalli on Nov. 
26, 1950. Remember, the Korean war was under way at this time. 
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CONTROL RAMOND NATALLI 


"These stories you are hearing about abductions by the Etherians -- 
quite possible -- such things have taken place. Whole groups of people, & 
crews and passengers of ships, more than that, whole races have been 
carried off into the Etheric, in times long past, when some great regu- 
latory action became necessary in earth affairs, Individuals or groups 
carried off are provided for and taught; it is often a fine thing for 
them, at least for a few, and the others also progress. They live and 
die on the Etheric plane and reincarnate either on earth or on other 
levels; they do not, necessarily, enter the astral regions at all. The 
‘mysterious disappearances? are not always due to Etheric action. Peo- 
ple sometimes blunder into atomic whirls in which the body disintegrates 
instantly. Theres a fine way to rationalize this new dogma about the 
bodily translation of the Virgin, She was carried off by an Etherian 
or else stepped into an ether-whirl." 


"About these abductions of whole races of people," said Meade, 
"is there anything in the teachings of the various Schools and Orders?" 


"I believe there is something of this sort in the inner teachings 
of the Berbers," replied Natalli. 


SEANCE OF DEC. 3, 1950 


"The condition on this side of the victims of the atobombs is very 
bad," said Professor Luntz. wall explosions have an effect on the mind 
of the victims, but these atomic explosions seem to register more deeply. 
The consciousness of individuals has through years become accustomed, 
in a sense, to the idea and effect of ordinary explosions, but with the © 
A-bomb there is a special type of radiation, and this has a mental effect 
over and beyond that of the explosion itself. The mechanics involved are 
very startling to the average individual," 


"As above, so below," said Ramond Natalli. "There is much distur- 
bance among the heavenly bodies and their etheric fields, The universe 
seems coming into some kind of vibratory action, And many strange 
things are coming from the sky in the next few months. Violent changes 
will take place in our solar system. Discs (Flying Saucers) and many 
other things will come from the sky. Is it not said, ‘Watch for signs 
from the sky?* The ice falls are from the ether acting in conjunction 
with your atmosphere. The brick you spoke of was not ice; it was very 
smooth but not cold. Sometimes, as in the case of the Discs, the two 
worlds fall into each other. hese things come from your low Etheric; 
it is the locale where the three dimensions of matter may be said to or- 
iginate. . . Yes, these falls are adventitious, there is no special pur- 
pose or design in them; they have been going on from the beginning of n 
time." 


Yada di Shitite, head of the Inner Circle: "Within a months? time, 
friend, lies the answer that will either make or break the world’s ci- 
vi lizat ion, There is so much tied up in it — so much that you do not 
know anything about. Were you to know it, it would sicken you beyond 
measure. You cannot imagine the festering greed that lies back of it. * 


At this time especially you must all hold on to yourselves and not per- 
mit fear to enter your minds; for the world is a living, vibrating mass 
of fear today. Man at large knows, if not consciously then subconscious- 
ly, that his civilization is coming to an end. The physical-chemical 
world is a world of violence. The very nature of chemistry is violent. 
It is your duty to aid those around you who know nothing of the inner 
working of life; for they will be filled with the fear of death. Yet 
five different times mankind, as a race, has been swept completely off 
the earth plane -- destroyed -- and yet he keeps returning; for you can- 
not destroy life. When you pass out of the physical body you go on to 
the greatest adventure you have ever dreamed of." 


"Could you comment on the Koch treatment for Polio?" 


"Yes, the Koch treatment is very good in cases of polio, but your 
medical world prefers to see people die rather than give into any cure 
not authorized by them. Polio starts in the mouth, or by way of the 
mouth, The Koch treatment is like a stimulant -=~ like the firing of a 
machine gun, It peppers the waste matter in the blood stream and causes 
it to explode. It is a combustion or oxidation, and this creates heat. 
As to meat eating; it is only those who indulge in constant meat eating 
who are seriously affected by the fear-vibrations of the animal. A 
little bit of everything and not too much of anything gives balance, My 
Asiatic colleagues are much opposed to meat eating, and if you feel the 
same way, then do not follow what I have said. If you feel that you 
are doing wrong — in any act — then you will suffer the consequences, 
It will give you a guilt complex and certainly help you out of the phy- 
sical body." (This contluding paragraph was by Professor Luntz.) 


(Meade Layne is footnote to the above paragraphs: At this writing, 
Dec. 12, 1950, the Controls have said there is some easing of the ten- 
sion in international affairs and that definite outbreak of hostilities 
may be delayed until early spring — though they still consider war in- 
evitable, and indeed as already under way as most of us agree. All 
time predictions by the Controls have been tentative, as they repeatedly 
have pointed out.) 


From the vantage point of March 1962, when the stencils for MPST No. 
5 are being re-cut, we can easily see that the war clouds darkening the 
world horizon in December 1950 did not precipitate the world-wide confli¢ 
expected by the Inner Circle. This apparently was prevented by the Ameri- 
cans holding the line in Korea, and even more important by our not carry- 
ing the war on to the Asiatic mainland with our atomic bombs. 


Not two weeks ago we had a private seance in San Diego in the apart- 
ment of Bryant and Helen Reeve. Mark Probert was there and the Yada 
came through to offer a few remarks, Among other things the Yada di Shi? 
ite mace the flat statement: "There will be no atomic wari" This is most 
encouraging indeed and allows us to hope that the changes necessitated by 
the New Age may be accomplished with a minimum of destruction and blood- 
shed. 


January, 1951, the Yada di Shi'ite speaking; 


“Anything can happen if you wish it strongly enough, That is right. 
As you think, that is what you are. You make your face and body from 
day to day, from moment to moment. Every thought you think causes you 
to move in this or that direction. Emotion, brought on by something 
outside, works upon the muscles of the face; the skin becomes moulded 
to the action of the muscles, But when you get to understand life you 
will find it is unnecessary to cause the mind to work upon the muscles, 
and your face will stay young, placid, calm.

As long as you do not protest about this situation, it 
will last.

"The subconscious reminds me of a spider crouching in a dark hole, 
silently and unobtrusively watching for the flies of suggestion to light 
on its web called the conscious mind, where it will instantly pounce on 
them, sting out their life called Reason and suck out all their body 
fluids called logic, to be turned by the process of digestion into a 
seething mass of inferences — part of which will go to perpetuate the 
web of material consciousness, and part into its own world of imagina- 
tion and dreams. The materal consciousness then in turn becomes the 
spider, and pounces =- with a great deal more caution — on one or two 
piles of secretion called inferences caught on its web called the sub-

ARAKASHI ON INDEPENDENT WRITING

"In my point of view the Cosmic Ray originates in the sun, But 
there are many suns, and many much larger than the one in your galaxy." 


"The present opinion of scientists seems to be that these rays do 
not originate from the sun," said Meade. 


"Well, I say that it dees. It comes from all suns and spreads out 
through the entire universe. It has its good points and its very evil 
points. Harnessed and worked with, it can be used for both good and 
bad purposes, Some energics that make up the cosmic ray dry up the 
tissues af the body faster than the glands can secrete." 


"When you speak of the ray, are you thinking of a flowwof electronic 
particles?" "Yes, that is what the ray consists of." 
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SPECIAL SEANCE FOR THE "OMEGA PROJECT" 


At the home of Meade Layne, 3615 Alexia Place, San Diego, April 14,1950 
Present: Frank Edwards, Mike Wiman, Harriet Foster and Mark Probert. 


"It is an honor to be here," said Professor Luntz, “We have some 
extremely pertinent questions to answer, There is an elderly gentleman 
here, a good friend of all of you. I am glad to step aside when the 
time comes and let Professor LaVerne Twining speak." 


"Now we will begin with the questions," said Frank Edwards. "What 
kind of physical phenomena are spirit forces capable of manifesting 
without the use of developed mediums, or of persons who are not 
mediumistic?™ 


"Sir, in the case of mediums, as of those untrained or ignorant of 
mediumistic powers, a fully developed medium is one whose nervous sys- 
tem has become high strung, highly pitched, extremely sensitive; it is 
hair-triggered. Because of this the individual must have a good and 
understanding inner band; otherwise he becomes a psycho- neurotic, suf- 
fering with all kinds of obsessions. Now, one can be and often is born 
this way. It is due to some extent to the mother of the child while 
she is carrying. Perhaps due to constant worry this has stepped up her 
nervous system and has affected her glands and normal secretions — and 
this affects the child. He is constantly on the edge of things, and 
this expectancy brings on, sooner or later, a rapport with us on this * 
side. 


"This mediumistic ability can be developed. But unless the nervous 
system can be brought up in its vibratory action, its extreme sensitivity 
mediumistic work will be impossible. For the entire body is tuned down 
to only the normal rates of sensitivity. 


"You will notice that some people can hold in their hands hotter 
things than others and drink hotter liquids than others. It is because 
their sensitivity is higher, not lower, and therefore it will take a 
greater amount of heat to burn or give the sensation of pain. Their 
sensitivity has risen above the three-dimensional sense of pain. This 
also gives a mental protection against the burning of the flesh. When 
the ancient Kahunas and others prepared themselves for fire-waiking they 
did so with prayer. They raised their sensitivity beyond the vibratory 
rate of fire." 


"Is this a mental control of the tissues of the body?" 

"It is a mental control, and this creates a heat within the body 
that produces through the outer heat a kind of Sweat, an oxygen-hydrogen 
substance; this protects the feet and hands from the fire," 

"Is this a hardening of the auric envelope?" 


"It is a form of that, but it is more a production of moisture that » 
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acts as a protection. This that is called heat can be rapidly reduced 
to frigidity, extreme cold. For heat and cold are but one and the same 
thing with the character of change of motion of the molecular structure. 
Now this transference -- I believe you mentioned the possibility of tran- 
sferring the ability to withstand heat or cold — this is a transference 
of the thought, which produces an equal amount of heat and therefore 
Sweat or moisture. This is a projection of ectoplasmic substance from 
the hand or any part of the body. However, it is the activity of the 
mind, and that is the essence of it. I know I should say something more 
— than that it is mind — but what more can one say? I am afraid it 
will have to be gone into deeper to find out what is the character, the 
nature of mind, in order to understand these things better, 


"May I not also make a comparison of the heat idea to that of an 
extremely small person lifting weights far beyond his normal capacity 
when the necessity arises? Is there not an observable connection there? 


It is the same that goes for the healing of our bodily ills, broken bones, 


Have you any other questions?" 


"Is it essential that you have emanations from living matter to ex- 
ert any sort of energy affecting physical matter?" asked Edwards. 


"That is what we are really after. We want to know specifically 
if it is possible to establish instrumental communication between the 
astral and physical planes?" asked Meade Layne. “That is, can people 
on your side affect matter without a human mdeium?" 


"In order for us to make a contact of any kind with your world we 
must have a living organism of some kind to work through. This is because 
mind, or consciousness -- three dimensional — enters into the picture, 
We have to be able to instill or impress upon a here-living mind, so 
that this mind will go to work on the brain cells of an individual and 
in this manner change the content of the glandular system to such a de- 
gree that it will produce heat energy in sufficient quantity for us to 
work through. We must be able to stir up a here-living mind to go 
into brain action." 


"You cant use the energies of plants or animals?" asked Meade. 

MWe can use the energies of plants or animals, yes; but not until 
we have made and held some special preparation — what might be called 
subconscious connection with a human being." 


"Then that throws out any kind of mechanical device unless the brain 
waves can be made to control or affect our sensitive instrument?" 


"You could use it in experimental ways, yes; but it would not and 
could not become a large-scale thing, I do not think." replied Luntz. 


"Do you yourself think communication through instrumental means is 
hopeless?" asked Meade. 


tWe do not like to say that anything is hopeless, so that one feels 
it is not worth going on. And who knows, it may prove to be possible 
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if someone keeps working at it. I do not, however, have great belief 
in the possibility of this." 


"There have been instances in the electronic field," observed Meade, $ 
"where voices, sometimes speaking foreign and sometimes arckaic tongues, 
have been picked up, voices apparently not coming from our plane," 


"There are coming -- if not already on your earth -- machines sen- 
sitive enough to be able to pick up voices and sounds of past years even, 
but these cannot properly be said to belong in the realm of the dead. u 


"Would they be held in 'the memory of Nature u 
"Yes, in the low Etheric plane, that is where these remain." 


"Such things have been foretold in one of our comic cartoons, Alley 
Oop*, where a time-pvojection machine is used." observed Frank. 


"That, sir," replied Professor Luntz, “is not a facetious thing. 
The time will come on your earth when you will see a machine whereby 
you can project yourself back into the past, or forward into the future," 


"Professor Luntz," said Meade, “is your atmosphere our atmosphere? 
I have heard it said that this is so, and that our voices are merely 
out of your range. If this is so, then it seems that amplification is 
the only problem." 


"Sir, your atmosphere is not truly our atmosphere; for we have not ë 


what is called physical connection with the Earth consciousness unless 

we turn our minds directly to it. We are not conscious, for instance, 

of your cold or heat; or of your sun, moon and stars. It is more like 
one who has entered into a vivid dream, in which we have no consciousness 
of the outer, or your world, unless called upon or consciously earth- 
bound. You will please excuse me now. I shall go so that Professor 
Twining may come." 


Professor Luntz withdraws from Mark’s body and Harry LaVerne 
Twining comes in. 


"I am really thrilled to get the opportunity to talk to you again, 
Meade. It is a wonderful thing to be able to bridge the gap. I wish 
to offer my gratitude to Mark both for the work he continues to do, and 
for giving me the opportunity to speak through him, As a young man I 
did a great deal of study along these lines. I experienced many contacts 
with mediums in different parts of the United States, and I wondered and 
wondered how these things were done, what sort of thing was actually go- 
ing on, Now I find myself on this side of life and trying to communicate 
with you. What can I now say that will enlighten the endless quest? 


"You spoke of the change of temperature in a seance room. Perhaps 
you know that for everything you do there is a change of temperature 
which takes place cither throughout the body or in parts of it. The 
blood stream in its activity of coursing through the veins produces a 
friction electricity, and this friction electricity throws out an elec- * 
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tronic field outside of the physical body. Did you know that? In all 
motion there is an electronic field produced, and when this emanating 
matter is thrown outside of the body, it can be used by us, by merely 
changing its motion. We reduce it from a high motion which gives heat, 
to a low one which gives a cold breeze, It is a form of water, or hy- 
drogen-oxygen particles. The physical body, of course, is almost all 
water; and when you enter into my plane of consciousness and bring your 
astral body into the consciousness of you who are still in a physical 
body, you sense a coldness and a wetness. This is because the astral 
body is 98% oxygen and hydrogen. u 


"The astral body is 98% oxygen and hydrogen?" asked Meade. 


"Yes. This is the reason for that cold, clammy feeling. And it 

is at a low rate of motion. Now, this is not necessarily the body that 

we live in constantly, but it is the one that we can make you feel with- 
out your seeing us. Temperatures are due almost entirely to friction of 

a high or low quality. An atom of matter that movesin your atmosphere 

has its own magnetic field, and it is produced by friction — the speed 

of motion of the atom in your atmosphere, Without friction there would 

be no electronic field." 


"In these conditions," asked Meade, “are you not producing an ef- 
fect perceptible to our senses without first operating through our con- 
sciousness?" 


“Always I have found it necessary to operate through a here-living 
consciousness," replied Twining. 


"Just a here-living consciousness? Not a here-living entity con- 
sciously aware of it?" 


"No, you must have consciousn awareness of it.“ 


"ZT have thought of constructing an electrical device that would be 
in a state of equilibrium at room temperatures but would be unbalanced 
with temperature changes," said Frank Edwards. “Could you cause temper- 
ature changes to vary rapidly cnough to simulate the fluctuations of 
the human voice?" 


"You may have observed the fact that in the majority of seance 
rooms sound must be produced to get the best results," said Twining. 
"It is on the molecular motion called sound that we can produce various 
kinds of physical phenomena. These are the things that must be studied 
if you are going to learn more of making contacts with our side of life. 
Heat and sound, they are the keynote of all psychic phenomena." 


"What specific problem should be attacked in solving our problem 
of doint without a medium?" 


"Meade, as far as I have been able to find out, this cannot be 
done. Now, you may doubt this, considering that you have quite an under- 
standing of what is called *haunted houses“, in which it appears no 
living individual is taking an active part; but this is not so. The 
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very fact that these houses have been lived in has created sufficient 
physical conditions that have been left in the atmosphere of these hou- 

ses for a discarnate being to work in, Agitation, for one thing, ex- * 
treme worry and anxiety -- these create stresses in the atmosphere that 

we can use to our advantage, although many of us are not aware of how 

we are doing it." 


"Could any degree of materialization be attained by the use of 
plants or animals without here-living persons?" asked Hedde. 


"It would be very difficult to prove, because who is going to prove 
that it happened?" 


"It could be proved by instrumental means," replied Meade. 


"No, because the minute you set up an instrument you have set up 
a mental desire to prove it and left it there. Has it not often been 
known that where a sheet of paper and a pencil were left in an empty 
house, writings were found on the paper? So, this shows that the bodily 
presence of a person, of a human being, is not required.~-- only the 
desire or conscious thought of what you were doing it for." 


"Could a device like a Wheatstone bridge be used if the variations 
in temperature could be made rapidly enough to simulate the fluctuations 
of the human voice?" asked Frank. 


"I want you to go on with your experiments," urged Twining. "You 
are doing something on that now, are you not?" * 


"Yes, to some extent. I am using a device with a rotor in a bottle, 
not connected with any electrical source. Did you mean that?" 


rJust the general experiments you have been working at. What I am 
thinking of is this: Is there any way that you can delicately adjust 
one of these recording machines so that it can be, by some chance, moved 
by one of us so that it will start operating when one of us speaks, so it 
could be recorded?" 


"Yes, by thermostatic control, I believe," replied Frank Edwards, 


"Then I would suggest that you start conditioning a small room to 
these things by talking a great deal about them in it, Then, at night, 
after your instrument is adjusted, close and lock up the room and keep 2 
it in darkness. Then we will try the experiment of speaking in that 
room to see if our voices will be recorded." 


"Would the presence of living plants be helpful?" 


"Flowers, yes, they would be very helpful. Set your vase of flowers 
in the room and have the temperature of the room somewhat above normal, 
using gas, electricity, any form of heat. Cold has a deterrent effect 
upon psychic manifestation, even though we are not conscious of the 
temperature," * 


"Can you ve us an idea of the amount of change of motion that 
would take piace, so ve oan set a machine for it?" asked Mike Wimans ;

The notes are NOT verbatim, but are a summary of a an 8-10 minute 
discussion. Yada Di Shi'Ite, the Rajah Natcha, and Professor Luntz 
all communicated on this occasion, but some confusion in my notes (ML) 
makes me hesitate to identify the "CONTROL" - and in this instance an 
identification does not seem very important. 

Concerning "timeless experience:" in addition to the hypothetical 
Sound, one might mention the pressure of air on the body, the magnetism 
of the earth, the cosmic rays, and a number of other continuous but 
unperceived energy-factors in our environment. Light and darkness 
are experienced by brain consciousness only by means of their termini 
or modificctiops; space is not perceived at all, but is for us a pos- 
tulated somewhat marked out by "objects." Magnetic and electrical 
fields, radio waves, innumerable emanations and radiations must be in 
incessant fluctuation; i.e., they are permanent factors of our environ- 
ment, but by no means changeless. We do not perceive them because of 
the limitations of our sensory apparatus. They are "timeless" so far 
as our brain consciousness is concerned, but apparently Control would 
rate them as "experience" and th} argument from hypnosis sounds like 
a good one, IF hypnosis can indeed go as deep as this. It is not a 
question of recalling a forgotten experience, but of bringing into 
consciousness an "experience" which was never in brain-awareness at all.

"We doubt that our culture will survive long enough to make that 
possible} said someone. 


"T am afraid it will not. There will be such a calamity in the 
future that it will seem beyond any doubt the end of the earth. But 
it will not be so. It will be the beginning of a great and marvelous 
earth life for man." 


"Will it be a man-made calamity?" asked one. 


"A bit of both, because your minds will stir up various forms of 
destruction until the very earth will react to it. Man through his 
thinking governs even the elements. But I am getting philosophical, 
I had better stop."

"Iim sorry, said RAMA, "that I caught ithe young man on his 
feet but I will take care. I wish to talk about your so-calted 
flying saucers. You know, these things wlllbe back and forth into 
your world, and as I have said in the past, nothing will be discovered 
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"about them until man knows more about what is called the Ftheric" 
continued RAMA-KA-LAO. Ail things on your plane, all things on earth, 
even the earth itself, came out of the Etheric. I do not understand 

why it is so difficult for science to accept the fact that these 
flying shjects, not only the saucers, but all of your strange craft, 
are brought into being spontaneously. Your bible says the world was 
made in six days; it does not say how it was made; it merely states 
it vas. 


"Do these craft come from the same place as the discs?” 


"They do; their purpose is of good will. As long as they are not 
molested, they will not molest you, but as I have said too, in the 
past, and I see my saying so has done no good, that they should not be 
pursued, because in all cases, will destruction come to the pursuer. 
There is a famous saying among you vhich goes something like 'Fools 
rush in where angels fear to tread.’ A child approaches a fire and 
touches it and becomes bubned because he knows no better, Only through 
knowledge, through experience will we know. Sound is one of the causes 
for this sudden appearance of these objects - sound. You blast the 
ether with atomic energy, your radar streaming through the ether - opens 
the way for them." 


"They create effects in the etheric levels?" 
"Yes indeed." 


"Is their appearance in unusual numbers in connection with any 
great impending event on our side?’ 


"Partly; and partly to the idea that your form of civilization is 
rapidly reaching a peak. All civilizations as well as all individuals, 
reach a peak and then go down; life is one continuous cycle." 


"The point of contact is to study us and observe?" 

"Yes, for future civilizations. You do not suppose that because 
your time vaults that you have buried in the east are made of steel and 
concrete that your destructive forces can not destroy them?" 

"The release of nuclear energies?" 

"Yes; so some history must be kept of mans present accomplishments, 
and it will be given back to him when the great disaster has come and 
gone. 

"You said our civilization had about reached its peak?" 

"Yes; with no intention of bringing unhappy thoughts to you, the 


cne great and marvelous plan of life is that nothing can happen to 
life - only change. I go." (Control departs) 


AT ANOTHER SEANCE: 


"Consider the case of a man who has lived to a great age, so that 
what are called the lower desires of mind-and-body are dead ; 

in him - not thru any merit or effort or wish of his own, but simply 
because of the processes of age --" 


"The reason such desires ere," interruptéd the CONTROL, "as you 
sey, dead! is to be found in auto-and hetero-suggestion. The mind of 
man, that is, of the group, has indoctrinated the individual with the 
idea that certain desires and the power of the body to respond to them 
must die out with ‘advancing years. But desires never die out, 
unless and until they are displaced by a stronger desire i.e., the 
greater desire to be rid of them. 


"And when such an individual dies ----?" 


"Every desire which has not been overcome by the greater desire 
I referred to, will continue to exist in the after-death life. Hope, 
fear, love, passion, greed, desire for power all continue. Death does 
not slay them. Only the desire to grow, to evolve, to transmute 
desires and forces can cause them to disappear. As to sex, it is one 
of the weaknesses of spiritualism that ignores and glosses over (as if 
indecent) the fact of the persistence of sex desires in the after-life. 
Sex force (the Kundalini force) is basic to all psychic energies; the 
problem is not to suppress or repress or destroy it, but to transmute 
it into other forms. This transmutation can be effected whenever the 
'other forms! are seen to be more desirable - when the higher! desire 
and hence the will goes to work at the task. 


"But, now, consider the case of, say, a drug addict. He may truly 
and passionately desire to escape the bonds of habit, but his body will 
not permit him. The suffering of the body is so great, when deprived 
of the drug, that the higher desire is beaten down by it." 


"The consciousness of each tiny cell of the body is dominated by 
the suggestion that the drug is necessary - that is, that it is a 
good, and deprivation an evil. Hence the revolt and the suffering. 
The physical body is lost at death, but the fixed idea is not lost, 
and the entity still has a body, and the hypnotic spell continues its 
sway. 
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AT ANOTHER SEANCE THE CONTROL SAID: 
"Yes? What is it?" said the CONTROL. 
"I said nothing - did you catch my thought? I was on the point 
of asking you, is there such a thing as a timeless experience?" asked 
someone in the group. 


"Yes, there is" said the Control. 


"But it seems to me that a timeless experience would be undifferen- 
tiated, and hence not an experience at all." 
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"It may not be differentiated on the level of brain-consciousness, 
yet still be experience." 


"let us suppose a continuous sound - one that went on forever and 
ever! all one's life, and without fluctuation, always the same sound 
and never stopping. I suppose one would not be aware of that at all. 
Would that be an example of what you mean? I suppose one would become 
aware of the sound only, when or if it stopped.

"Tt is to be called experience, because it exists - and exists 
in consciousness, tho! not in consciousness at the brain-level-- and 
because under hypnosis a memory and knowledge of it could be revived. 
It is experience by a larger Self and is registered by that Self, but 
there is no change in it, hence nothing to distinguish it or to show a 
flow or motion in it, so the brain-consciousness is not aware of it. 
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The RAJAH NATCHA is now in CONTROL: 


"Tn the past," said Natcha,"I have come into contact with the 
Ballards, They have a lot to pay for. They have caused a great many 
people to become obsessed by the ignorant use of Mantrams. If you do 
not know what the expression of words does, you are bringing a great 
deal of trouble to yourself. Mantrams have to be understood by the 
Ego and the Personality. They have to be put forth in a certain 
manner and cannot be used flippantiy and by the ignorant. They will 
be like boomerangs and come back upon you. 

"You must use Mantrams which are suited to you, and you must 
find them in your meditative hours. I cannot suggest to you what 
to use. 


"Is there any connection with numerical values and vibratory. 
rates?" asked someone. 


"Yes, there is - certainly." 


"Ts there any advantage in using two or more words of the same 
vibratory rate, in a Mantram?" 


"Yes, these things have been worked out by the Great Ones. The 
letters: of all alphabets have their mystical equivalents. One number 
is more potent than another, depending on what you are using it for. 
One healing mantram will work better than another, depending upon the 
numerical values in the name, the date of birth, the things concerning 
the person for whom the work is being done." 


"Is our (?) system correct?" asked Meade Layne. 
"Yes" said Rajah Natcha." 


"Should the mantram be made with respect to the numerical 
vibration of the patient?" 
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"Yes, because if not you will find that the numerical vibration 


will not be right. The same numerical vibration must be carried through. 


through... said Rajah Natcha. 


"What if you don't know the numerical vibration of the patient -- 
suppose you do not have the date as to name or birth date, etc." 


"Then you must call upon your Higher Self for help, and use a 
mantram you know has worked before, 


"Which is most important -- the Christian name or the family 
name?" asked E.P. 


"The family name. For John Smith, for instance, use Smith." 


"In the case of a woman -- which should be used, the maiden name, 
or the married name?" 


"That involves a great deal of trouble, but if you have the time, 
it would be best to use the name under which the person had been born, 
whether it has been changed or not." 


"Even if the person has been married a long time?" asked E.P. 


"Even so, that is not the name she came into the world with, 
If you go into the study of Numbers, you will find that a great deal 
of your life's pattern is governed by numbers. Today a great many 
people, not knowing these things, call them superstition." 


"Have you any word for us in connection with Dr. L's obsession 
case? Would the use of mantrams be indicated there?“ asked M. L. 


"A use of mantrams along with powerful suggestions, spoken 
suggestions. I do not know that this now will work, because this 
woman has caused her aura to be very badly torn, and unless passes 
are used along with it to heal the aura it may not help.'

"Ts there some special value in using the Latin or Hebrew?" E 

"Yes -- the old Hebrew ds better understood by the self," 

"In insulin shock cases -- is there any had effect on the aura?" 

"There is no lasting effect on the aura; on the body, yes. The 
use of insulin has a strong tendency to form particles in the veins and 
to cause finally sclerosis of the arteries." 

"But has it not been used successfully in obsession cases?" 

"Yes -- you know what is known as truth serum. 1“ 

"What of the effect of that?” 

"In many cases it shuts off the small veins running into the brain. 
This causes convulsions that may wear off after one or two attacks, and 
may not. These attacks may continue over a period of time and eventu- 
ally kill the patient." 

"Aren't the doctors aware of this?" 

"I should think they would be -- but, if so, why do they use it?" 


"Is static electricity better?" * 


"That is the best. 


"Is it important to have a medium present in obsession cases to 
take over the obsessing entity?" 


"No, it is not. In fact, as I understand it, it would not be a 
good poiicy to have obsessing entities enter in a promiscuous manner 
the body of any medium -- even for the purpose of relieving an obses 
obsession," 


(The Controls have, however, spoken approvingly of the well- 
known work of Dr. Wicklanå, It seems probable that Natcha is here 
generalizing, and prot ecting himself by using the word promiscuous.
